New York, July 8.—The British steamship Minnehaha is 


on fire 570 miles off Halifax, Nova Scotia. The steamer has 
ammunition for the British army on board. -She sailed on 
Sunday from New York for Liverpool. The Minnehaha is a 
vessel of 13,714 tons and is owned by the Atlantic Transport 
Co., Ltd. Her commander is Captain F. S. H. Claret. The 
liner carries a crew of 150 men but has no passengers on 
board. 


The news that the liner wascn fire came in a wireless dis- 


patch from the captain. He stated that the fire had been con- 
fined to hold No. 3 and that it was not serious. He said, how- 
ever, that he was speeding toward Halifax.

In view of the revelations in connection with the operations 


of Frank Holt, it was regarded as a possibility that the dyna- 
miter had placed some'of his explosives aboard the MinnSfiiiKa 
instead of the vessels-he named'in the letter written to his
